INCE Eve hid her face with the veil of 
S her long hair after eating of the for- 
bidden fruit, the veil has been used to 
conceal the head and features or some holy 
thing, and hes figured largely in fact and 
romance, The word has a wide significance 
both figuratively and actually. 


that was “ rent in the midst ” on one dreadful 
day over two thousand years ago. 

The veil at its highest is a.means of con- 
cealing something too sacred for man’s eyes; 
at its lowest it is merely a trifle of lace to 
enhance a woman’s beauty 

But the veil is a symbol, too—an emblem 
of innocence and of holy vows; the young girl 
wears a veil for her Confirmation, and as a 
bride she has a veil, ‘‘half-concealing, half- 
revealing ” her face behind its delicate folds. 
It is only in the East, however, that the 
veil is a practical necessity rather than a 
symbol; there it is used to hide the heads 
and faces of the women, and, in sonie parts, 
also their figures, in the voluminous folds of 
an enveloping ‘‘ veil.’” The women of Oriental

Even to-day the men of the desert veil their 
heads and faces as a protection from the sun; 
it gives them a strangely picturesque appear- 
ance, with their fine figures and. stately 
carriage. 

The veil is a word of beauty in itself, and 
its ass®ciations are not only romantic, but as 
an emblem there is. much that is suggestive 
and even solemn in it. To “take the veil’’ is 
for a woman to separate herself from the 
world.

Look at the seizure of the créameries in the 
South; the gas works in Waterford, the 
<toppege of land auctions through the country, 

x the position taken up in Cork that an 
employer must not reduce his staff to suit the 
amount of business he ‘is doing. In Dublin we 
have a junta in session at Liberty Hall usurp- 
ing the functions of a Gevernment, issuing 
permits to some to carry on their business, 
refusing them to others, and having offenders 
wainst their desires ‘‘ arrested ’’ and brought 
through the streets of the capital to be dealt 
with by them, The public at large have been 
so subdued by a process of intimidation that 
it is very hard for them to make a stand 
against these Bolshevist methods, bat, where 
they have an opportunity of expressing theit 
opinions freely; the result of the election 
shows that they are overwhelmingly opposed 
to them. 

While the present condition of the Free 
State is serious, it is not yet hopelebs; and, 
if the Government will only deal promptly 
and firmly with all illegality and give its full 
support to those who obey the law, the 
genuine working man and his employer 
‘neither of whom under present circumstances 
has an opportunity of making his voice heard) 
will very soon be able to come to an arrange-

PRISONERS AND ARMS. 
TO see eps OF THE IRISH TIMES. . 

Sia,—?t is something very attractive in 
the cry, ' Release the prisoners.” It suggests 
amnesty, the appeasement of bitter quarrels, 
the magnanimity of the conqueror secure in 
his victory, the cessation of suffering—all with 
a view to a united effort in constructive work 
for the national welfare, to the cultivation of 
Ireland's future and its rich promise, to the 
prompt burying of painful memories of the 
past, to a knittmg-up of the ravelled sleeve of 
our social fabric. These are objects which 
every good: citizen and every good patriot 
mfiust most earnestly desire. 

Yet there is another cry more attractive 
still—more compelling in logic, more accept- 
able at the moment to practical common sense. 
It is, ‘“‘Surrender the arms.” The retention 
of the arms, the careful preservation of con- 
cealed dumps, is inconsistent with an honest 
and honourable adhesion to constitutional 
These arms can only be retained for 
the purpose 6f making war on Ireland. If 
they were designed for use against any ex- 
ternal enemies of Ireland, they should in 
the custody of Ireland's army and under the 
control of Ireland's Government, What 
citizen will lift a finger to aid those who con- 
template further war on Ireland’ We have 
had enough of that kind of war. 

If the Republicans wil! make a full surrender 
of their arms, I am willing to support to the 
best of my ability a ‘movement to urge upon 
the Government to “release the prisoners.” 
But they can have no claim to be treated as a 
peaceful atid constitutional minority partici- 
pating in reasoned discussion so long as they 
persist in retaining '“a stone in the heel. of | 
their fist.” They cannot be allowed “ to have 
it both ways.” It is because ‘‘ Surrender the 
arms” must take priority over “ Release the 
prisoners’ that I shall givé my vote to Mr. 
Hugh Kennedy, K.C., on Thursday week. 
The Government which protects the rights and 
safety of the majority should receive the sup- 
port of the majority.—Yours, etc..

be contemplated without horror. He pro- 
cured, if not the abolition, the abatement of 
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Gibeol, Ltd... Clare Lane, Dublin, . 
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indescribable atrocities. The Irish Parlia- 
ment in 1729, owing to the force of ublie 

inion created and fostered by Swift's 
Drapiet’s Letters of the year previous, was 
stimulated by Oglethorpe’s great achievements 
in the English Parliament to institute inquiry 
with commendable promptitude into the state 
of prisons in this country, in which almost 
equal atrocities were exposed, and in some 
degree at least mitigated. 

he exposure of abuses in English prisons, 

which led to the ure of abuses in 
prisons, induced General Oglethorpe to form 
the idea of founding a colony in America, in 
which poor prisoners, on attainin their 
freedom, or other victims of misfortune or 
folly, might find a refuge or make a fresh 
start in life. The funds for the establishment 
of this colony were augmented, with the 
cordial consent of the illustrious Irish Bishop 
Berkeley, by the appropriation of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of some lands which the 
Parliament of England had voted for Bishop 
Berkeley's bermuda scheme. 

General Oglethorpe, in the closing years of 
a long life, im which he showered blessings 
on his less favoured fellow creatures, chose aé 
his most intimate friends of a younger genera.

WATER POWER DEVELOPMENT.

| liéved the genesis of this arrest was due to 
the fact that letters addressed to Miss M. 
Broóks were being sent to the house, but the 
claimant knew nothing about them. 
About 1 a.m. on Sunday, March 11, there 
was a knocking at the door, and when het 
brother opened it the detective officer in 
charge said that they wanted Miss M. Brooks, 

e brother replied that there was no Miss 
M. Brooks there. 
“”He said that he had two sisters, and the 
police rushed upstairs to the bedroom, and 
told Miss Kathleen that:she must dress her- 
self and go to the police station, as they had 
got a warrant for Miss M. Brooks, and they 
must get her. The officer said that he did 
not care which it might be, but one of them 
would have to come. He even suggested that 
he might take them hoth. 

Finally the claimant dressed herself and 
decided that she would go. a 3 

Counsel mentioned that the warrant was 
signed four days before, so that it would not 
have heen impossible for the police to make 
inquiries as to the identity of the persons con- 
cerned., The claimant thought that. she was 
being taken merely to the police station for 
the purpose of examination. 

A Miss MacDermott arrived then in the 


the form of the order. They were kept at 
the police station until about 5.50 in the 
morning, and then driven to Humber street 
Police Station in motor lorries. At that 
station there was a whole troop of deportees, 
the only ones of whom she knew were Miss 
MacDermott and Miss Killen, of both of 
whom she had a slight knowledge. 

Early on Sunday morhing they asked if 
they might be allowed to go to Mass, “but 
this was refused, and about six o'clock they 
were entrained for Holyhead, three woman 
police and two policemen being ih the com- 
partment with her. A third policeman was 
stationed in the corridor. Arriving at Liver- 
pool, they were marched to the quay under 
a police escort, and embarked on a light 
cruiser, where ten female deportees were put 
into whe} was known as the “ sick bay,” 
where, at the miost, there would be accom- 
modation for four pérgons. When they had 
been there about fonr hours, five more ladies 
arrived from Liverpool, thus making fifteen 
in the “bay” room. They were kept there 
for 20 consecutive hours. . 

During the voyage claimant was extremely 
seasick. The only redeeming feature was the 
extreme kindness and consideration shown by 
the officers and all ranks of the cruiser. On 
arriving at Kingstown they were transferred 
to a destroyer, On which they arrived at the 
North Wall, where they were handed over to 
an officer and conveyéd to Mountjoy. 

There they were put in a bare cell, which 
consisted of three prison cells knocked into 
one, with t doors and three windows, 
and draughts corresponding. There was not 
even a plank bed or anything of that sort. 
Tt was only three days afterwards that they 
were provided with a table.. Claimant had 
got hold of a box, on which she could sit. 
Jp to that time all of them had to áit on 
the floor, or on their beds rolled up., 

For the first two and a half weeks their 
bedding consisted of mattresses filled with 
oakum, and army blankets. The mattresses 
were intensely unpleasant, so that it was 
impossible to sleep. They were kept in that 
eell from 7 p.m. until 8.50 next morning, or 
11 hours out of the 24. The baths and 
lavatories were looked after by ordinary con- 
victs. They were filthy beyond description. 

They were attended at first by Dr. Higgins, 
who appeared to have been most sympathetic. 
Unfortunately, he was removed about a fort- 
night afterwards. The only meat which they 
got was beef, which was coarse and tough 
and the only way in which it could be u 
was in “me sort of soup. 

On March 19, NHON because of some- 
thing which had. ee in another nart 
of the prison, parcels and letters were pro- 
hibited. About @ week after their Mia in 
Mountjoy a Free State official came to the 
claimant and told her that her sister was 
very ill, and that she could be -released if 
she signed a form. Whether rightly or 
wrongly, the proposed form was regarded by 
the deportees generally as an admission, and 
they absolutely refused to sign it: 

The prohibition of letters and parcels added 
enormously to the anxiety of the claimant 
about her sister, as no visits were allowed. 
During the whole time these ladies were in 
Mountjoy they were subjected to the distress 
caused by ceaseless and indiscriminate firing 
on the part of soldiera who were on guard in 
the prison, and, barbarous as it might seem, 
there was from time to time firing through 
the windows in the corridor immediately out. 
side the cell in which these ladies were, if 
anybody so much as showed themselves at the 
windows. Generally there was a state of 
terror, and the claimant was as a result prac 
tically unable to get anything like sleep. 

On March 25 Miss Lally ‘ame ill, and 
that evening they asked that the door might 
be left open for the night. The result of this 
request was that at midnight abovt eight or 
nine armed soldiers, including the Deputy 
Governor, who. wae described as being under 
the influence of drink, burst into the cell, 
and for some fifteen minutes threatened and 
abused them. They were called all sorta of 
names, and finally revolvers were brandished 
in their faces. 

Mr. O'Keeffe, the Deputy Governor, de- 
clared before he left that he would keep 
the door locked as long as he liked,. On 
March 29, when they found that they could 
not get their grievances remedied, they de- 
cided to go on hunger strike. This lasted 
about three days, when they obtained hed- 
steads, and were allowed to write letters once 
a week.

And that instructions were given to start 
an active campaign in this country? I do 
not know. 

Continuing, she said that she had not made 
any inquiry from her sister, as to whether 
she got any letters addressed to Miss M.

BRIDGE OPEN FOR TRAFFIC 
AGAIN,

MALLOW, Monday. 

The commercial community of Cork and the 
South of Ireland generally rejoiced to-day at 
the re-opening of the railway bridge over the 
River Blackwater at Mallow. e day was 
observed as a partial holiday in the town, and 
the people gave President Cosgrave and his 
colleagues a hearty reception. 

The President and ‘his “ge, emgrter os by 
special train from Dublin. e train was 
composed of four saloon coaches” and was 
drawn by an engine which is capable of a 
«peed of ninety miles an hour drawing 
twenty-two coaches. “The journey to Mallow, 
146 miles, was accomplished in two hours and 
fifty minutes, and at intervals a speed of 78 
miles an hour was attained. At other times 
t was reduced to ten miles an hour when the 
nature of the road required it.

PROPOSED MORTGAGE ON

BERLIN, Monday. 

At ‘a meeting of the Berlin Cabinet this 
evening, Dr. Elda (Finance Minister) is 
understood to have submitted his new cur- 
rency scheme, which appears to be based on 
the projects of Helferding and Minoux. One 
important departure from the ‘‘ Boden-mark ”’ 
idea is that the paper mark will have for 
some time to come to remain legal tender. 

It is possible: that a decree on the subject 
may be issued to-night. Meantime the pro- 
posals have been broadly outlined to me as 
follows :— | 

A total amount of three milliard two 
hundred million gold marks is to be 
raised by mortgage on industry, from 
which, however, agriculture is somewhat 
surprisingly - excluded. Of this the 
Reich will take for its own needs one 
milliard two hundred millions. 

Eight hundred milliong will be reserved for 
the Reichshank, for the purpose of re- 
deeming all the paper now in circula- 
tion i 

What the ‘amount of that paper may be 
heaven and the printers alone know, but it is 
interesting to recall that as .far back as 
September list the gold mark was officially 
valued at two milliard five hundred million 
paper marks. :

IMPEDIMENTS TO COMMERCE. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE,

GENEVA, Monday. 

Earl Buxton, formerly Governor-General of 
South Africa, this morning opened an im- 

rtant international. conference on Customs 
formalities, held under the auspices of the 
League of Nations. ‘Article 23 of the League 
Covenant requires all States which are mem- 
bers of the League to observe the principles 
of equitable treatment in commerce. with other 
States, and the conference marks a step in 
fulfilment of this obligation. i 
. Official delegations were present from 34 
States, including Germany, while America 
has sent four observers. The conference is 
solely concerned with impediments to: inter- 
national commerce due to excessive and arbi- 
trary customs and other formalities. Con- 
troversial matters such as commercial or 
tariff policy are not yet regarded as ripe for 
intenational treatment. 

In the course of his address this morning 
Earl Buxton said that the disintegration and 
deflection of the normal channels of trade and 
exchange difficulties had raised fresh fiscal 
problems, and many countries have thus been 
induced to erect additional barriers.

DOCKERS BALLOTING IN THE

Yesterday a ballot of the dockers’ section 
of the Cork branch of the Transport and 
General’ Workers’ Union was taken on the 
Government’s proposals to terminate the dis- 
pute. Inquiries in official circles elicited little 
information, but apparently the result of the 
ballot, which concluded at 8 o’clock last night, 
will not be made known immediately. It is 
expected that it will be sent to the Dublin 
headquarters, and all future action re- 
garding the publication will be left in the 
hands of the officials there. Judging by the 
manner in which the workers turned up dur- 
ing the day, the poll was an exhaustive one. 

There was no change in the general situation 
in Cork yesterday.

CORONER'S STATEMENT. 
| The Coroner, addressing the jury, said that 

ss had taken away in the streets 

of Dublin on July 3rd, and brutally mur. 
dered. From the reports that he had re- 
ceived it would appear that the teeth were 
torn from the jaws, and that, in conjunction 
with the fact that hairs were found. beside 
the body, suggested a barbariam of which the 
most pitiless savage would be ashamed. 

He had received a letter from the Secretary 
to the Minister for Home Affairs stating that 
a post-mortem examination should made. 
He suggested that they should have an ad- 
journment. ° 

Mr. Costelloe said that it was his intention 
only to put forward such evidence of identi- 
fication as was available. With regard to the 
Coroner’s suggestion for an adjournment, he 
thought that it was desirable in the interests 
of justice that the further evidence should be 
postponed until they had the result of the 
pt.:-mortem examination. Owing to the 
short space of time at’ his; disposal; Dr. 
O’Kelly had been unable to have the neces- 
sary examination made, and in consequence 
an adjournment wag absolutely essential. — 

Mr. John Lemass, said that he inspected 
the remains at the Dublin Mountains, and was 
able to identify them as those of his son. 
He recognised the body by the clothes. In 
the pockets was found a rimless glass, which 
was part of a pair of rimless glasses worn by 
his son. The glasses had been left at the 
optician’s for repair, and were there at the 
time of the disappearance. His son wore 
spats, black silk socks, and tan shoes, and he 
was able to identify these. 

Replying to Captain Redmond, witness 
stated that the body was in a state of de- 
composition, and there was virtually no flesh 
on the face. | 

MR. DEVINE’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Costelloe, in calling Mr. Devine, Super- 
intendent of the Cleansing Department: of 
the Dublin Corporation, said that this witness, 
so far as they knew, was the last person who 
was in the company of Noel. Lemass on July 


_3rd. For the present, subject to the Coroner's 


permission, he would like to adopt the course 
of merely allowing Mr. Devine to give such 
evidence as he could of identification. On the 
resumption of the inquest he would give evi- 
dence of the disappearance. - 

Mr. Devine said that the deceased man, 
whom he knew very well, was employed in 
his department. On July 3rd he had dinner 
with him at the Wicklow Hotel. He 
recollected how Lemass was dressed on thet 
day. He wore a dark suit, a knitted tie, 
and a: black bowler hat. He had no over- 
coat, as the day was warm. Witness had 
seen the body which was found on the 
mountainside. Owing to decomposition he 
could not sey if the coat was the same, and 
he could not identify the trousers at all. 
He identified the striped shirt, but he could 
not identify the tie, except that it was 
knitted. ; ; | : 

Mr. Costelloe—Your examination of the 
body did not help you to identify them (the 
clothes) at all? 

Witness—No. 

Replying to other questions, the witness 
said that the tie which the deceased wore 
on July 3rd was purple and gold. The tie 
found on the remains seemed to be black. 


FATHER RECALLED. 

Mr. Lemass was recalled by Mr. Lynn, 
who asked if he could identify the striped 
shirt spoken of by Mr. Devine os that which 
the deceased man wore on July 3rd. 

The Witness—His mother could, perhaps. 
I could not myself. 

Mr. Costelloe then pressed for an adjourn- 
ment. He could not make any progress with 
his case until he got medical evidence. 

Mr. Lynn said that he had two witnesses 
whom he would like to have called. At the 
same time, he asked that steps should be 
taken to have them protected from assassina- 
tion. i 

Mr. Costelloe said that he thought it would 
be out of order to have these witnesses called 
at this stage, and it would be entirely out 
of order to have them called by Mr. Lynn. 
As regarded protection, the forces of the 
State were at their disposal if a complaint 
was made to the proper quarter—either to 
the police or to the Ministry of Home Affairs. 
He respectfully: suggested that this inquest 
must be carried on in it3 proper course, and 
all the facts should be put forward and given 
in their proper order. The fact that some 
witness had reasons for fears was not a 
reason why the ordinary procedure of the 
inquiry should be intrfered with. 

r. Lynn said that his friend should under- 
stand that he represented one interest, and 
he (Mr. Lynn) represented another. ' They 
had both equal rights, and he had as much 
right to call his witness as Mr. Costelloe had 
to call his.

A BELGIAN PLAN.

Phe Times, im a leading article, deals with 
the agreement between 


the British, French 
and Italian Governments to have the Belgian 
reparation proposals examined by the Repara- 
tions Commission in Paris. Constructive plans 
have been suggested before both by Britain 
and by Italy, and now the Belgian ‘pen 
are appare ntly to be considered in Paris, 
while at the same time a fresh British plan, 
which owes ite initiative to the strong 
pressure of General Smuts, is under the con- 
sideration of the Imperial Conference, The 
Belgian scheme is worked out with great 
regard to technical details, and its main 
feature is the participation of the Reparation 
Commission in German industrial, financial, 
commercial and agricultural enterprises. It 
makes levies on the profits of these under- 
takings. This idea pre-supposes a stabilised 
, and is therefore, al- 
together inapplicable at present. The internal 
enterprises of Germany can only be made to 
pay in Germany money which at the moment 
is quite unacceptable outside Germany. The 
indispensable preliminary of the Belgian 
scheme is, therefore, the reorganisation cf 
German finance. 

There would be nwo objection to giving 
France the priority she asks for, if Germany 
were clearly paula of paying more than the 
French claim. But the urgency with which 
M Poincaré now claims priority seems to re- 
veal a lack of confidence in Germany's 
gy Bh pay the full amount of 

,600,000,000 to which he still holds her. 
The substance of the French proposal is that 
she should collect and retain everything that 
Germany is capabla of paying—in other 
words, that Britain should cancel her claims 
on Germany as well as on her Allies, while 
continuing, as we have bound ourselves to do, 
t> liquidate om debt to America. 
The ritish Government could not

to such a solation. The French claim to 
priority is not in itself unreasonable, but it 
must not tulate a complete surrender of 
British claims. The British Government, 
however, is avowedly prepared to make sacri- 

, and has actually offered to renounce 
‘about £1,000,000,000 of inter-Allied debts. If 
France could see her way to make a conces- 
sion in some way proportionate, then the 
ground. would at last be cleared for the 
establishment of «a constructive inter-Allied 
reparation scheme to be applied whenever 
Germany is capable of resuming payments. 
Definite British proposals possibly calculated 
to harmonise ultimately with the Belgian 
scheme should, in any case, be prepared, and 
should help to extract us from the intolerable 
situation into which we have drifted while 
British influence has been in abeyance.

MR. CHURCHILL’S REPLY. 


Mr. Winston Churchill replies in 7’Ae Timea 
to yesterday’s letter from Sir George Arthur 
in reference to Lord Kitchener. 

Every one respects Sir George Arthur for 
his hfelong devotion to his great chief, he 
writes in the course of his letter, and it is a 
source of much regret to me that anything lL 
should have written about Lord Kitchener 
should cause ®him pain. Nearly ten years 
have passed, however, since these transactions 
_took place, and it is right that the main 
facts in regard to them should be placed fully 
before the public. Sir George Arthur will 
forgive me if I remind him that his version 
of these events has already been published 
for more than four years, and that. so far | 
have made no reply to its various implica- 
tions. Sir George Arthur had, of course, full 
access to all Lord Kitchener’s secret papers, 
official and unofficial, and he did not hesitate 
to use them to sustain his case. He even 
went so. far as te publish, without 
consulting me, a lengthy extract from a 
secret memorandum. written by me for the 
Cabinet in 1915. He is surely, therefore, 
hardly ip a position to reproach me if I com- 
plete the quotation of my own words and 
otherwise make my position clear. I recog- 
nised at the time that his book, though 
written from a partial standpoint, was con- 
ceived throughout in good faith and good- 
will, I hope he will believe that I have been 
similarly actuated in telling at last my own

Surely 
this is the very moment foreseen from the 
beginning when, ‘‘ if matters did not go as we 
hoped, if the resistance of the forts proved 
too strong,” we could, if we chose break off 
the operation. Observe we could, in fact, do 
it in a moment. One gesture with the wand, 
and the whole armada assembled at the Dar- 
danelles or moving  thither—battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers, trawlers, supply ships, 
transporte—would melt and vanish away. 
Evening would close on a mighty Navy en- 
gaged in a world-arresting attack, and the sun — 
might rise on empty seas and silent shores.

Further, was not this the moment to con- 
sider alternatives? The prolonged bombard- 
ment of the Dardanelles had assuredly 
drawn continually increasing forces to the 
Gallipoli Peninsula and the Asiatic shore. 
Guns, ammunition supplies of every kind, 
with which the Turks were so ill provided, 
had been scraped and draged from every other 
nee or were on the move. Moreover, the 

ussians had, by a brilliant effort, largely 
restored the situation in the Caucasus. The 
British and French troops now on the sea. 
might not be strong enough to land and storm 
the plateaus and ridges of Gallipoli. But ro 
one could doubt their ability to take and hold 
Alexandretta—this cutting from the Turkish 
Empire one vast portion, severing the com- 
munications of their army threatening Egypt, 
and intercepting the stream of sorely 
supplies and foodstufis from the East. For 
such a descent the Dardanelles operations 
a the best of all preliminaries—e, sincere 
eint. 

On me these considerations made no impree 
sion. I knew them all and I rejected them 
all. I was unswervingly set upon the main 
enterprise. I believed that if: we tried hard 
enough we could force the Dardanelles, and 
that if we succeeded in this a truly decisive 
victory would have been gained. But where 
were the admirals, generals, and statesmen 
who did not share these clear-cut. conclusions, 
who had doubts—had always had doubts— 
about the feasibility of the operation, about 
the margin of the Grand Fleet, about the 
utility of operations in the Eastern theatre? 
Here surely was the time for them. Here 
surely was the time for Lord Fisher. He 
could say with perfect propriety and the con- 
sistency: ‘ We have given the Carden & 
good trial. [ never fiked it much. It has 
not come off, but .t has been a very good 
demonstration; it has fooled the Turks; it 
has helped the Russians; it has cost us practi- 
cally nothing—now let us break off altogether 
or turn to something else” Later on in 
April, when wé were far more deeply com 
mitted, had suffered pable loss and re- 
buff, and could not withdraw without t 
injury to our war prestige, suggestions of this 
kind were indeed made.

But what happened? So far from wishing 
to break off the operation, the First. Sea Lord 
was never at any time so resolute in its 
support. He. assented willingly and cordially 
to the new decision which was now taken to 
change the gradual tentative limited-liability 
advance into a hard, determined and neces- 
sarily hazardous attack. He approved the 
momentous Admiralty telegrams which Il 
now drafted after full discussions in our War 
Group, and, of course, with continuous refer- 
ence to the Prime Minister. He even offered 


- to go out and hoist his flag and take command 


at the Dardanelles himself, saying that the 
responsibility was so great that it could only 
be borne bv the highest authority. Subse- 
quently, although jt greatly complicated his 

sition, Lord Fisher himself informed the 

rdanelles Commissioners of this fact in a 
very frank and chivalrous manner. 

So far as the other responsible authorities 
cited in these pages were concerned, no sign 
of disagreement was manifested. Sir Arthur 
Wilson, Sir Henry Jackson, Admiral Oliver. 
Commodore de Bartolomé all were united and 
agreed to press on and to press hard. The 
Ministers seemed equally decided. War Office 
and Foreign Office were eager and hopeful. 
The Minister did not even think it neces- 
sarv to summon a Council and put the point 
to them. I have never concealed my opinion. 
I rejoiced to find: so much agreement and 
force gathering behind the enterprise. My 
only complaint has been that this high resolve 
was not carried through by all parties to & 
definite conclusion, 

What was the explanation of this unity and 
resolution’? The vision of victory had lighted 
the mental scene. e immense significance 
of the Dardanelles and of the city which lay 
beyond had possessed all minds. The whole 
combination which had been dispersed by 
Russia on March 6 was still latent. The atti- 
tude of Italy, of Bulgaria, of Rumania. of 
Greece absorbed attention. Everyone's’ blood 
was up. There was a virile readiness to do 
and dare. All the will-power and cohesion 
necessary to mount and launch a great opera- 
tion by sea and land were now forthcoming. 
But alas! a month too late!

But during a national crisis like the Great 
War it was then found that the banking sys- 
tem was wholly inadequate for the national 
necessities, and the Government ped in 
and supported the banks by offering 

use of the national ‘credit. That was what 
hamnened during the Great War. The first 
thing that occurred was the collapse of the 
so-called gold-standard basis before even a 
shot was fired. and the national credit was 
placed at the disposal of the bankers, who 
farmed it out to the public on their own 


terms. a 
_ RESULT OF DEFLATION. 

During the crisis currency was expanded 
and money became cheap in relation to goods 
and services. Then the Gdvernment issued 
bonds, which were readily purchased by: the 
bankers and financiers, and which were paid” 
for, of course, with the cheap currency. But 
as soon as the war was over every effort was 
made by these money-lenders to compel the 
nation to repay these bonds in money of twice 
or three times the value of that originally 
loaned. The result was that the investing 
class not only doubled the value of tasir 
securities, but doubled the rate of interest 
agreed to be paid, and consequently burdened 
the taxpavers to twice the amount of the 
original debt 

The result of this deflation policy had been 
to, first, curtail the purchasing power of the 
people. and, therefore, reduce the effective 
demand ; secondly, to check our foreign trade 
through the increase in the value of the 
pound; thirdly, it greatly augmented the 
burden of debts; so that in every way it in- 
jnred production and trade. Earlv in 1920 
the United States Federal Reserve Board de- 
termined to bring down the prices of goods, 
and adopted the same suicidal policy of de- 
flation, the result being that within a few 
months they had over 6,000,000 of unem. 
ployed, and the farmers, merchants, and 
manufacturers experienced losses so terrible 
that President Harding became e‘armed, and 
insisted mpon a change of policy which was 
started early in 1922. The currency was ex- 
panded. credit waa made easier, the hank rate 
was reduced. and the resv!t was that since 
then the United States had heen exneriencing 
a creat trade boom, and there had been diffi. 
culty in securing sufficient labour to meet the 
demand. á 

The solution of the nvobjem of trade de- 
preesion would be found, first, in the destrnc- 
tion of the present banking i mon6poly, 
secnndlv. in an increased súbnlyv of currency, 
sufficient to meet, the natural demand of the 
peonle, thirdly, the contro! of prices. The 
soutien was perfectly simple, and could be 
achieved by anv Government that was 
determined to solve the problem of trade 
denressisn. regardless of the protests of the 
money-lending classes. . 

THE CASE OF IRELAND.

He did not like the suggestion that prices 
should be controlled. @ essential feature 
of money was stability.and unchangeableness 
in value, and inflation and deflation both pro. 
duced their own evils.

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SEA AND INLAND FISHERIE 
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A BELATED REPORT. 


Although out of date the issue of the report 
of the Fisheries Branch of the, old Depart: 
ment of Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
for the Year 1921, which came to hand last 
night; makes interesting redding, and is of 
more: than usual: importance im view of thé 
recent corraspondence on the subject. 

So far as the sea fisheries were. concerned 
the year was bad, traneport difficulties, a 
shortage of both herrings and mackerel, and 
& fall in value of fish all contributing 
their share. How serious the falling off was 
is brought out by the statement that tne 
total receipts per man fell from £35 in 1920 
to £26 in 1921. 

Inland fisheries were much better, and the 
Billingsgate return of packages of Irisn 
salmon showed a big increase on the previous 
year—7,887 as against 5,344. Driftnet fishing 
on the west coast also showed improvement, 
but it was still only about half that of 1919. 
Generally apoeing, angling results were not 
good, except in a couple of districts, and as 
was to be expected, angling visitors showed 
a big falling off. -

Before Judge Fleming, at the Mullingar 
juarter Sessions yesterday, Lieutenant 
Thomas O’Brien and Captain John Corrigan, 
Columb Barracks, Mullingar, were charged 
with feloniously and unlawfully killing a 
heifer, the property of Mary Barden, Taugh- 
mon, and an ass, the property of Elizabeth 
Dolan, Taughmon. 

Mr. P. E. Wallace, State Solicitor, a“ 
cuted. Mr. Geoghegan (instructed by Mr. J, 
A. Shaw, solicitor) defended. 

Sergeant Sullivan, Trim, who was stationed 
in Mullingar last June, said that he remem- 
bered starting from Oldcastle for Mullingar, 
Private pee Be, Corporal Nolan, C i 
Corrigan, Lieutenant O’Brien, and the wit- 
ness were in a motor lorry. Ludley was driv- 
ing. The witness was beside him; also 
Nolan. The two accused officers were be- 
hind. The lorry was towing a broken-down 
jorry, in which were only the driver and 
Sergeant Cullen. About a quarter of a mile 
outside Oldcastle two shots were fired. 
These shots did not come from the front of 
his lorry. Shots were again fired when at 
the Ben of Fare, and these shots did not 
come ftom the witness or the two men witn 
him in the front of the lorry. At Moresa 
Bridge the firing in started, and contit.ved 
up to Taughmon Chapel. The witness saw 
both the accused fire shots. He saw no 
reason why the shots should be fired. 

At Taughmon Chapel a priest. came out on 
the road and put up his hand. He asked 
who was in charge of the party. Captain 
Corrigan said that he was in c ree. The 
priest asked who was firing the ts, and 
Corrigan replied that no shots were fired; 
that it was -firing from the engine. The 
priest said that he had heard shots fired on a 
revious occasion. The lorry then restarted. 
bhus afterwards another shot was. fired. 
There was back-firing from the engine that 
day. They stopped at Taughmon Stores to 
fix a rope. O’Brien said—‘* Don’t say any- 
thing about this; it’s all back-firing from the 
tender.” Sergeant Cullen, who was in the 
second lorry, said—‘‘ The first man who says 
anything about it will be plugged.” ; 

Sergeant michael Kearney, motor driver, 
deposed that he went to Oldcastle on the 11th 
June. his lorry broke down, and another 
tok it in charge. The witness and Quarter- 
Master Cullen were the only two in the 
brcken-down lerry. The witness was at the 
wheel. ‘ihe shots were fired by the accused 
on the return journey. They appeared to be 

at random, and not at anyone or any- 


serted from ie Army. Cullen could have 
fired with much more ease from his position 
thar a man sitting on the form. Cullen did 
fre shots. The witness remembered that in 
June the rations of non-commissioned officers 
were cut down by half. 

His Honour—Then you suggest, Mr. 
Gecghegan, that the shots were a protest 
against that, (Laughter.) 

The driver, Ludley, stated that shots were 
fired both from the back of his lorry and

r. Geoghegan ed for the witness’s 
original tenes to the magistrate, in 
which he stated that he did not see 
see anyone fire a shot; also that there was a 
great deal of back-firing, and that he heard 
no conversation about the shots. Corporal 
William Nolan, who was with the witness and 
Sergeant Sullivan, in his evidence said that 
most of the shots fired at Ben of Fore were 
fired by Quartermaster Cullen. At Moreen 
the Quartermaster started firing, and kept it 

to Taughmon. He could not say if the 

cers behind fired shots. Any time that 
he looked back he saw the accused with their 
rifles between their knees. If they had fired 
shots in that position the shots would be up in 
the air and would do mo harm. He saw 
Quartermaster Cullen fire a shot between the 
two lorries. 

Evidence was then given as to the findin 
of the bodies of a heifer and a donkey whic 
had been shot, and civilian witnesses stated 
that they heard shooting as two military 


lorries passed. 
THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Geoghegan, addressing the Court for 
éhe defence, said that he regretted that owing 
é the law he could not put the accused in 
he witnesa-box. He also regretted that dur- 
ng the time that they had a Parliament of 
iheir own in this country, instead of painting 
the pillar boxes green, an effort was not made 
to bring the law in Ireland into harmony with 
the law in other countries, which would enable 
the State to put the accused into the witness- 
box and let them tell their. own wan Cl He 
hoped to be able to demonstrate t the 
story relating to the charge against: these men 
was a tissue of falsehoods. At the time of the 
occurrence a very drastic reorganisation took 
place in the conditions of non-commissioned 
officers and men. The ration allowance was 
cut down by half, which meant that one side 
of their income was cut in two. The jury 
could easily imagine the resentment that that 
order caused against the men who had to en- 
force it. He was nut exaggerating when he 
said that men thus aggrieved would have no 
sympathy with the officers who had to enforce 
this drastic regulation. | Counsel commented 
on the fact that the parish priest of Taugh- 
mon was not called as a witness, and ask 
were officers who had done such service to 


their country to be cut short on such a flimsy | 


charge. Were they to cut short fhe careers 
of two strong men who tried to enforce the 
new regulations? 

The jury found the accused guilty. 

Mr. Geoghegan produced evidence as to the 
excellent character of the two accused men. 

Commandant John V. Joyce, who was at 
the time in charge, gave evidence to the effect 
that he always found both the accused trust- 
worthy and efficient. He had on occasion 
left the barracks confidently ih charge of 
Corrigan. 

His Honour said that he vonsidered sym- 
pathetically Mr. Geoghegan’s points in refer- 
ence to the good characters previously of the 
accused and the question of their careers. He 
must say, however, that their act was blame- 
worthy; but when he said that he equally 
believed that there was no animus. He 
woul allow the accused out under the Pro- 
bation of Offenders Act to come up for judg- 
ment if and when called on, and he fixed the 
bail at £50 and one £15 surety in each case. 

In another case Sergeant Fleming, of the 
band, was charged with an assault on a girl 
under 16 years. The accused was found guilty 
and sentenced to 12 months’ imprisonment.

The strange man asked for the 
child whom Lizzie Morrison left with her to 
nurse about four years ago. She told. them 
the child was not in. Lizzie Morrison, then 
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came in, and the strange man told her if she | 


did ‘not. give up the child that he would kill 
her—that he had a search warrant for it. The 
two women then held her, and: afterwards 
began to search the house for the child. They 
then began to kick her and pulled her by the 
hair. They kicked her through the house, and 
then ran away. After they left there ‘was 
£5 missing. Subsequently she was in bed, 
and one of her sisters went to the door for 
turf. Mrs. Morrison came into the room and 
hit her on the head with some weapon which 
she had up her sleeve. When she was hit on 
the head she could not speak, and became un- 
consciousness. The doctor dressed the wound, 
and she was still suffering from the effects of

WEXFORD MAN’S CLAIM. 


At the Dail Eireann Courts (Winding-up) 
Commission, at Dublin Castle yesterday, be- 
fore the Chief Commissioner, Mr. J. ‘C. 
Meredith, K.C., the case of Hughes v. 
Hughes was listed for hearing. 

e plaintiff was Peter Paul Hughes, of 
*“* Alberta,’’ Morehampton road, Donnybrook, 
County Dublin, and the defendant was his 
mother, Mrs. Bridget Gertrude Hughes, of 
Monamolin, County Wexford. 

The. defendant is the widow of Thomas 
H , formerly of Monamolin, Gorey, who 
died intestate. in 
‘Previous to his death he was possessed of a 
licensed house in Monamolin, houses and 
gaidens held under lease, and since bought 
out under the Irish Land Purchase Act, and 
three farms known as Garrydaniel. The 
plaintiff claimed a distributive share of the 
assets of his deceased father, now in the 
possession of the defendant. 

Mr. Hector Hughes said that this case had 
stood over to enable the defendant to raise 
representation to her husband. The Court 
had found in her favour to the extent that 
the three farms at Garrydaniel did not form 
part of the assets of Thomas Hughes, but the 
remainder of the property in dispute did, and 
the matter stood for the purpose of the de- 
fendant raising representation. The Court 
directed that Mrs. Hughes should raise re- 
presentation, and she had declined to obey 
that direction and to take the advice of her 
solicitors, Messrs. M. J. O’Connor and Co., 
who had withdrawn from the case. 
Inasmuch as those were the solicitors who 
had instructed him (counsel) on behalf of 
Mrs. Hughes, he had also to withdraw from 
the case. 

Mr. Cherry (instructed by Messrs. Harris 
aré Green), for the plaintiff, said that in 
view of what Mr. Hughes stated, it 
hin in a rather awkward position. e re- 

ntation should be taken out, and Mrs. 
ughes should be directed to give an account 
of the profits since 1916. e suggested to 
grant an adjournment in order to .arrange 
matters in the meantime. 
Mr. Hughes said that the parties had gone 
behind the back of their solicitor, and there 
was a kind of settlement pending. 

The Chief Commissioner said that when 
this case came before him at Enniscorthy he 
made up*his mind that obstructive tactics 
were being ‘pursued, and he directed that the 
case should be tried in Dublin.

CATTLE SALES 
STOPPED. 


SIX OF THE BIG ENGLISH 
MARKETS CLOSED. 
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FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE. 
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Half-a-dozen of the principal cattle markets 
in England are uuw closed owing to out- 
breaks of foot-and-rmaeuth disease. Yesterday 
Liverpool and Salford came under the ban, in 
addition to Bristol, Wakefield, Leeds, and 
York. 

Our Liverpool Correspondent telegraphed 
last night :— 

On the instructions of the Board of Agri- 
culture. the Liverpool (Stanley) Cattle Market 
was closed down owing to the outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease in the Wigan area. 
There was, however, a large number of Scotch 
lambs, and some head of Irish cattle, either 
in the market, or on the way, before the 
order came to hand, and these were allowed 
to be sold, subject to their being killed, either 
at a temporary slaughter house at the market, 
or at the Corporation abattoir, where they 
could be moved on licence, 

Considerable confusion was created amongst 
the. traders before it was determined that the 
stock could be sold. 

Other cattle have been despatched to the 
market from Ireland, but whether they will 
be allowed to be sold is uncertain. It is 
possible that they may be diverted. 

The Liverpool closing order does not apply 
to the Birkenhead lairages. 

The Salford Cattle Market, which is the 
largest of i” kind in the North of England, 
will also be closed for several weeks.
